‘Tho details of 
the story are. not to be taken literally 
But. symbolically, and so understood they 
are wonderfully true to buman experi- 
ence. A. modero commentator on the 
third chapterof Genesis writes, .“ Adam 
is the representative of the human races 
The story oi his temptation,. fall and cou; 
sequent forfeiture of Paradise shadows 
forth some of the greatest mysterios af 
the human lot,»the strangely mingled 
-glory and*shame of man, his freedom ‘of 
action, the ‘War between the law in his 
members and iae law of his mind. , Tt 
thus comes to have a universal signific- 
ance and shows each‘ man, as. in a mirron, 
his own.experience. When he reads, this 
narrative, his conscience says to him, 


lke a prophet of God: " Thou art the ‘7 


man: the story is told of thee!" We 
take the story of Eden as an ‘allegory 
and.not as history, and we need not think 
that. this js.a new idea for Origin, an 
early Christian writer so Regarded it. 
The story shows us evil "coming into 
the buman race.

LARGE INCREASE OF IMPORTS. 


The Board of Trade returns . for 
the year, show that in 1924 the value of 
intports was £1,2 79,844,597, an increase 
of £183,618,333. Exports: were valued 
at £790,364,581, an increase of £28,108,180, 
'while re-exports of foreign and colont- 


-}al: produce nmounted to. £140,148,000, 


[a gain of £21,000,000. * The ad- 
verse balance in- commodities for the 
moath'of Decerhber rose’to the very bigh 
level of 80 millions, raising the excess 
of imports over exports for the, year 
to £344,351,000, against £210,000,000 for 
1953. 

“About 40 per cent. of the increase int 
import values was in ral material, chief- 
ly cotton and wool., [n most cases there 
were. increases in quantity as well as 
value, though wool, which rose by only 
258,000 centals to 7,639, Rt ‘3 centals, cost 
£93,600,000 more at 270,974,621. Im- 
ports of manufacttred. “goods were on a 

‘arger scale, the year's increase being 
£43,937,184. The chief item in the - list 
of gains was iron and steel. of which 
we imported 1,100,000 tons more than 
in 1923., Imports of food, drink, and 
tobacco rose” by £84,004,377.

In exports of manufactured goods “the 
lead wa’ taken by cotton yarns and 
manufactures, whieh showed an increase 
of £21,900,293, wool textiles following 
with ‘a gain of £3,167,953.

» NEW LEGISLATION: MOOTED, . 


Legislation is, probable this Parlia- 
‘mentary Session to amend the Companies 
Act, in order, to deal with certaid abuses 
ia connection with the sale of*shares. 

Sir Henry Cautley will introduce the 
Bill, :which was, presented last Session 
‘by. Mr. Samuel, now Parlia- 
mentary Secrétary to the Department 
of Overseas Trade. 

It provides that any advertisement, 
circular, letter, notice, or other jnavita- 
tion to the public offering for.sale any 
securities shall: be-regafded as a pros- 
pectus within the meaning vf the Act, 


~}and with reference to all its liabilities 


and penalties. 
Every such offer. of shares will bo sub- 


| ject to the Act, unless the company,.or |. 


person holding the sharcs hna had ‘pos-’ 
session of them for.s period of not tess 
than two ‘years imm iately befére® “the 
sale. 

It is notorious that in-many. cases im- 
new shares do 
not offer ‘them to the public directly, but 


sell, them in a block to brokers or others, |”
